Jordan and her child, and as my for- 
mer wife’s attorney, I am merely help- 
ing in the case. I am sorry there has 
been any publicity in the case. It is 
going to make it extremely difficult for 
Miss Jordan and the child. They left 
England principally to escape disgrace. 

“I became acquainted with Miss Jor- 
dan when I was sent to an army school 
in England, in March, 1917. I was 
there four or five months. When I 
came home I told Mrs. Warren all 
about the girl. My wife sympathized 
with her, especially after the child was 
born. 

“Mrs. Warren and 1 were married 
in 1911, and divorced in September, 
1920. Miss Jordan’s name was in no 
way mentioned. It was simply a case 
of incompatibility. Since then Mrs. 
Warren has been living alone in her 
home. It is only natural that she 
should want some one with her for 
companionship. 
Miss Jordan, through her letters, she 
suggested that the two make their 
home with her. 

“There was no scandal to our di- 
vorce—no woman entered into it.

forcement.

Mr. Befle had said he could sell good 
turkeys at prices ranging from 35 to 45 
centsa pound. His announcement was 
reported in yesterday’s TRISUNE, al- 
though his name was not disclosed. 
Despite this, Mr. Beile had been 
searched out by members of “the 
trade” before the day was old. But at 
sunset he was sticking to his guss— 
and selling turkeys.

Camp Atsundiiia Will Be 
Enlarged by Next Spring 


Camp Algonquin is to ve enlarged. 

Plans are under way to increase its 
capacity 50 per cent by the time it is 
opened to the poor children of Chicago 
next spring. The report, yesterday of 
the Algonquin committee of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade covering activi- 
ties of two years, shows that 1,631 
tenement children and their mothers 
were cared for in three months of this 
year. 
“It is planned,” says the report, “ to 
turn two dining rooms Into dormitories 
and to build one large and permanent 
dining room. The cost will be at least 
$10,000, but accommodations will be 
made for 200 more children.”
